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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "feed carriage" in claim 16 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 8, line 2, "from the 
group of should be changed to -selected from the group consisting of- in order to reflect the 
proper form of a Markush group. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 defines the second drive drives a carriage, however, in claims 
15 and 16, the second drive drives a conveyor device and a feed carriage. It is not clear which 
element, the carriage, the conveyor device or the feed carriage, that the second drive drives, or if 
the second drive drives all three components. For purposes of examination the conveyor device, 
the feed carriage and the carriage are considered to be the same. Moreover, the feed carriage in 
claim 16 is not mentioned in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 13 and 15-18are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Whitmore (3,182,538) in view of Matsumoto. Whitmore discloses band-saw 
blade/sawing tool 8; carriage 30; first drive 10; second drive 49; first drive and second drive are 

* operated at different times as recited in column 8, lines 20-68; . Whitmore does not disclose a 
common frequency converter, a control unit, first and second set of parameters that are different 
and stored in the frequency converter, switching parameters are effected by the control unit, and 
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does not disclose a circuit/switch. However, Matsumoto teaches control unit 6; common 
frequency converter 2; first and second set of parameters are different as stated in the abstract, 
"motors 3a and 3b with different motor circuit constants," and stored in the frequency converter 
as stated in the abstract, "the motor circuit constants are preset to a table in an inverter 2"; 
switching parameters is effected by the control unit 6 as stated in paragraph [001 1]; 
circuit/switch 5. It would have been obvious to provide a common frequency converter, a 
control unit, first and second set of parameters that are different and stored in the frequency 
converter, switching parameters are effected by the control unit, and a circuit/switch in 
Whitmore as taught by Matsumoto in order to operate with stability several motors with one 
frequency converter. 

7. Claims 2 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
combination of Whitmore and Matsumoto as applied to claims 1, 3-7 and 9-18 above, and further 
in view of Smith (2002/000771 1). The combination discloses everything as noted above, but 
does not disclose adjustable rotational speeds, however, Smith teaches adjustable rotational 
speeds in paragraph [0022] and [0041]. It would have been obvious to provide adjustable 
rotational speeds in the combination as taught by Smith in order to keep production costs down 
and increase sawing accuracy. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10, 13 and 15-18 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. However, in response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
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produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed Cir. 1988)and In 
re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would use the mechanism provided by Matsumoto for controlling multiple drives in the 
sawing tool of Whitmore because Matsumoto explicitly states that the use of one frequency 
converter provides stability in the operation of several motors.
